All above mentioaea sources are contacted by the key 
operative In oars, omces, cafee, homes, etc. Information 
la gleaned from Agents of other Intelligence Agencies 
operating in and around Rome. However, with the new reauire- 
ments, subject is developing aub-sourcee in Oenoa, Milan, 
Turin ana Bolzano. 

Control Agent personally contacts key operative between the 
fifth and tenth of each month. Meetings are effectuated in 
Rome or a olty located at the Austrlan-Itallan border. Each 
report submitted by Source Is discussed on the soot In an 
attempt to discard any Information which la out-dated or 
superfluous. Prior to Control Agent's departure from the 
meeting place, a month's supply of paraphrased £El*a is 
submitted to the key operative. 

Seventeen years of Intelligence activities covering all 
fields, including iJirector of T/iflf Agents' school in Parma, 
Italy, froffl^iere ha dispatohea his agents into A.O.T. 

10/6569 has been assigned non-intelligence collection 
mission (i.e. dlapoaitlon of sensitive persons). These 
missions were accomplished succossf ully . ^ 

Key operative is a German national and would like 
his lot with the existing BOKN g ova xmment . He recently 
tola the undersigned that he had been approaohea by a 
personal representative of AbHKAUER in Italy, as to key 
operative's possibilities of jolnlDg the Bonn Government at 
some future date; presumably In the capacity of an 
Intelligence operative . 

Due to key operative's Teutonic rearing and twelve years as 
a main cog in the various SO offices, subject is methodical 
and analytical not only in tne processing of Information 
given to him, but also In his personal contacts with people, 
no is logical ana conclusive and never deviates from bis 
mission or purpose, ne is given neither to bragging nor to 
exaggerated importance of himself. 

SuDject's long series of escapes from Cl Camps have been 
narrowing experiences ana on three different occasions only 
his physical cojrage saved him from permanent Injury or 
aeatn- 

As a German field grade officer in tne 5D, subject has access 
to the '‘first familias” of Roma, Paris, Rotterdam, Berlin. 

As an escaped PA, source descenaed into tne level of farmer's 
helper contenting nlmself with a mere pittance. By diligently 
applying himself ana selling nls talents ^subject holds s 
degree In Political Science from the Uni vers 1 ty of Berlin) 
subject ootslnea a position as an Italian teacher to young 
boys in an Italian school. It might be sale that the

life 30 that today no can aaopt nlmself to any groups of 
people or af Sf ^
